By a nairow vole. Virginia Beadi 
City Council rejected a rtferendom 
on a charter change that would re- 
quire a two-thirds vole of council 
on any new tax or fee, or to in- 
crease real estate, penonal propoty 
or business fnpaiy taxes. 

The pioposal f(x a November ref- 
oendum (mi the charter change was 
sponsored by councilmembers 
Nancy K. Parker, Rob«t K. Dean 
and John D. Moss, but was iott by 
one vole. 

Maycv Meyera Obondorf . who is 
a political friend of Parker, Dean 
ami Moss, voted against the resolu- 
tion Tuesday. 

In explainmg her vole. Obnndorf 
said, "Tliis is the (me of the worst 
days (tf my life."

She said she did not want to be 
chdced by an siUiation. 

Obemdorf added that while she 
does does not always agree with the 
members voting against the resolu- 
tion, she would not support the 
resolution either. She said her vote 
is no reflection on the integrity, 
honesty or commitment of the 
other three council memben. 

Obemdrnf said when looking at 
the tax rate in Virginia Beach and 
comparing it with that of other 
cities, "We've managed to do most 
of the things ^ptofit have asked us 
for." 

Voting with the three members 
sponsoring the referendum were 



councilmembers James W. Brazkr 
Jr. and Paul J. Lanteigne (who widi 
Moss had voted against the ca|}ita] 
budget) and Paul J. Lanteigne. 

Lanteigne said he supported 
putting the issue before the people 
but only wished Moss had felt the 
same way about putting the issue 
befcve the peq>le <hi allowing city 
emptoyees to run for couiKil. 
- The most vehement indictmoit of 
the proposal came from Vickie 

Hendley, vice {vesldent of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Education As«)ciation 
and a Centerville Elementary 
Schod teacha. 

She said the "consequences oi po- 
litical posturing" can be seen in 
California, where prt^sition 13 
had led to overcrowded schocds and 
a degradation of the school system. 

Hoidley said at a fu^t glance the 
two-Airds requirement appears to be 
more democratic and makes sense 
for documents used as by-laws mi 
constitutions. 

She said, however, that the two- 
thirds vote would actually lead to 
control by a mimmty. 

Hendley urged the mako^ of the 
proposal to withdraw the resolu- 
tion. 

"Political posturing must end," 
she said. "Never allow the mimxity 
to control govemmenL" 

Councilmember John A. Baum 
said Hendley said exactly what he 
felL 

The backers of the motion main- 
tained that when the public is asked 
to pay higher taxes, the larger ma- 
jori^ should be required. Moss said 
the founding fathers "never thought 
the majority rule would be special 
interests." 

■n 

It is a question, he said, of 
whether the city should redisbibute 
the income it has or add income. 
"The fundamental issue is that there 
is only so much income." 

Brazio' said council voting actu- 
ally has bem "all over the ,bp§rd. 
He added the majority oTowncil 
pve the city manager instructions 
on the Capital Program but the mi- 
nority influotced changes.

"That's why I voted againa the 
budget, " she noted. 

Brazier emi^iasized the resolution 
would just place the two-diirds vote 
question on the ballot. 

Lou Pace, a council candidate, 
said he agreed with the proposal and 
that new taxes should require 100 
percOTtofthevote. 

Parker, who is the only one of 
the three running for re-election, 
said she was not opposed to the 
school system. She pointed out a 
two-thirds vote was needed to sell 
bonds and land 

"It should be a little bit tougher 
to raise taxes. Two-diirds is not a 
magical number," she stated. 

Moss said the issue may mM be a 
pc^ular one, but that "government 
can't grow at the expense of our cit- 
izens." 

Baum said that "the last thing we 
want is a tax increase, but we may 
be forced." 

Councilmember Linwood Branch 
asked, "What is the probfem we're 
trying to sdve? We hiave a balanced 
budget. We've been very responsi- 
ble." 

Moss said he voted for the Ciqii- 
tal Improvement Program, but not 
for the tax increase. 

A deficit anticipated at the start of 
the budget process never material- 
ized, he said.

Rather, they believe the arts are 
missing out on children. 

With that idea in mind, the hus- 
band-and-wife team set aiboui to 
bringing the arts to area youngsters 
in a unique, new way. 

They founded TaOercoSs. Ltd. in 
1979 as a non-profit organization 
specifically designed for the ad- 
vancement of the arts among and 
fcv children. 

Tattercoats' roots are in Athens, 
Ga. The Barnes' formed it as a ser- 
vice to die teens in the Athens Head 
Start program, who presented a 
Christmas ballet reflecting Western 
values. 

The Barnes' relocated to Virginia 
Beach six years ago. 

Tattercoats operates out of a stu- 
dio in the Princess Anne section of 
Virginia Beach. At any given time, 
they have 75 to 90 students, to 
whom they offer baltet classy. 

ApiHoximately once a year, the 
Barnes' offer an ongiaal, elaborate 
ballet imxlucticm. 

This year's production. "The 
Rose." debuted Tuesday to school 
groups at the Virginia Beach Coiter 
fw Uie Arts. An evening perfor- 
mance is offered tonight at 8 p.m. 
Praformances are also scheduled for 
Saturday and Sunday at 2 p.m. 

But the Barnes' ivoductions 
aren't simply "art for the sake of 
m," as Gail explained. 

"I'm not interested in doing a 
{Hoduction for the sake of art," she 
continued. "There must be some 
'kingdom value' to it"

Lonisc Bias has known far too miKh tragedy in her lifetime. 

Rrst her older son Len, a promising University of Maryland 
basketball player drafted by the Boston Celtics, died of a drug 
overdose. Four years later her other son, Jay, was murdered on 
the mean streets of our nation's o^itol. 

Bias stood on one son's grave when she buried her second 
child. It was a horror she will never forget 

But instead of wallowing in pity, Bias took all her pent up 
emotions and put them to good use. She has turned her 
personal losses into a mission to help oAers. 

Bias now tours the country adbessing the issues of drugs, 
alcdiol, violence, family, hope and love, (^ten, youths at risk 
of falling pr^ to the vices she fights are her prim^ audience. 

Last week Bias brought her message to almost 200 at-risk 
youths from Virginia Beach, Portsotouth, Norfolk, Chesapeake 
and the Peninsula. Her address was sponsored by COSAP 
(Comnuttee on Substance Abuse Prevention), a network of 
prevention specialists fnnn throughout Hanq)ton Roads. 

Although the teenagers attending the two-day Youth 
Leadership "94 Conference were at-risk young people, they 
were recognized as leaders among their peer groups. Most of 
the young people paid rapt attention to Bias' fiery ni^ssage. 

They will now take what they learned from her back to their 
schools and neighborhoods. This is a fresh approach to 
fighting the socie^ issues youths face today. 

In planning the conference, COSAP recognized that young 
people don't like to be told what their problems are. Organizers 
asked the youths what issues concern them. The teenagers then 
had input as to what workshops and speakers they wanted to 
have. 

The result was 200 at-risk youth being captivated by the 
words Bias spoke. In their workshops, they were active 
participants. 

COSAP should be ^plauded for its inventive approach to 
helping today's youths solve their problems themselves. 

Likewise, Bias shouldi be congratulated for opening her heart 
full of pain and sharing her raw emotiwis with die teenagers. 

More community agencies need to listen to their young 
people. After all, these same youtfis could be the leaders, or 
losers, of tomorrow. — V.L.E.

The Gatlin 
Brothers Theatre will open in July in 
the Waccamaw Harbour area (known 
forits famous pottery and outlet sh<^ 
ping) and will feature the Gatlin 
Brothers in residence for su months 
a year, with special Christmas season 
shows. 

"The whole purpose for us getting 
off the road," said Steve Gatlin, "was 
to try to find an outlet, a way Larry, 
Rudy and I could exiHCSs ourselves 
and do some things individually and 
creatively that we had always wanted 
to do." 

The day I visited in Myrtle Beach, 
the brothers were looking for resi- 
dencesand talking aboutseding down 
roots. 

An ice ^w theatre is also being 
built very close to the Gatlin Brothers 
Theatre.

The land was originally four rice 
plantations and is a place where art 
and nature meet In fact, you may see 
an alligator sunning itself on a sunny 
bank.

The problem is, the plan is il- 
legal.

If ywi pay the fee and sign up 
for the service, you may be di- 
rected to a^^ly for an &nployer 
Identification Number (EIN) from 
the IRS. After you receive your 
EIN. you are advised to use it in 
place of your social security 
number when fq)plying for credit 

You are also advised to use a 
new mailing address and to in- 
clude some credit references. If 



you do these things, you could be 
charged with sevnal federal of- 
fenses. 

It is a fcdaal crime to make 
false statements on a loan or 
credit ^iplication, to misrqpresent 
your social security number, or 
to (4>tain an EIN under false pre- 
tenses. 

Further, you could be charged 
with mail or wire fraiKl if you use 
the mail or the telephone to ap^ 
ply f(H- credit and provide false in- 
formation.

Outside inspections should in- 
clude gutters, downspouts, roof 
shingles and foundation^ Parrott 
said. 

"Don't wait until qving rains to 
And out your gutters or downspouts 
are damaged," she said. "Repair 
them now so water will be chan- 
nelled off die roof and away from 
die-bouse. 



After the ice, good 
tree care is critical 



The first decision you need to 
make when trees are damaged by 
storms is whedier to remove die 
trees or remedy the damage. 

If the tree tes extensive damage, 
it is beat to remove it now. It is 
aesdietkally worthless and it will 
rot and fall in a few years — pet- 
h^M dantaging property in die iHO- 
cess, said Jay Stipes, a Virginia 
Cooperative Extension plant 
path^c^to lod hndac^K tree q>e- 
cialitt. 

Itoes damaged die moM by diis 
wintff't ice storms ne the elms, 
bndford pears, m^des, white pines, 
hemlocks and Urclws. The oaks 
seemed die most mistam.

'Tiiul someone who is a member 
of die Intefnational Society of Ar- 
boriculture and who is a certified 
arixxculturist" he said.

Stipes said diere are several ways 
to manage trees against stonn dam- 
age:

■ Feed and water trees and keq) 
diem property pnmed. 

■ Neva' flush cut branches. Cut 
on die outside of die little swollm 
diouldeis 10 keq) diseue orgoiisms 
out 

■ Never top trees. It aUows en- 
tiy (rf disease oqianiams. 

If you have a lot (rf branches to 
diqxxe (tf, try having diem chinied 
uid uae them as mulch. 




"In addition, roof shingles may 
have been damaged by ke or falliitg 
limbs." 

Parrott said shingles can be in- 
spected using a pair of binoculars 
radier dian by climbing. 

Roofs and ladders can be slippery 
this time of year, she said. 

"While you're outside, check 
trees and foundation plants. Dam- 
aged trees may have Umbs ready lo 
fall on the house. And droopy 
plants may prevoit air circuladon 
around die foundation of die house 
whkh can cause mildew problrais," 
said Parrott 

Inside die house, chedc for damp- 
ness or discolnadon on walls or 
ceiling and watch for a kMS of wtter 
{vessure. These may be indications 
of le^ pipes. 

Leaky pipes are tun always ap- 
parent right away, she said. And 
remanba, somedmes, evidmce of 
a leak is not direcdy over or unda 
die ledc itself. 

In addition, check windows for 
leaks caused by expansion and cm- 
traction from cold weaAer aiKl ice 
buildiqi, she said. 

As die ground diawa. interior w»- 
ter dam^ may be a pnAlem. 
MtfcB sue die sump ponp is woric- 
ing ttid chedc for standing waiv in 
aavfl spaces. 

Stmctaral damage may diow vp 
as cracks in cemoit bkick walls in 
the basement 

A few cracks are not unusual, but 
if die OBcks are laigff or more nu- 
merous, you nu^ have some struc- 
tinridadMfe. 



"Also, if doors w windows are 
suddenly sticking, it may indicate 
some settling or shifting of the 
strucuire. Check for sticking now 
befcve die high humidity of spring 
aiKl summer causes seasonal stick- 
ing," she said. 

Don't forget maintenance of your 
heating system which probably got 
a wnkout dus winter. 

Mobile home dealers recommend 
checking metal roofs and sides for 
damage from falling tree handles. 

Jack Teass, manager of Oakwood 
Mobile Homes said dents in the 
sides of mobile homes can some- 
times altow air and water duough. 

"In a shingle roof double-wide 
hoiK, ice can form m die overhang 
where it is colder. Ibis creates little 
dams or pools of water dut will 
back up under die shingles," Teass 
said. 

For diis reason, Teass said, it is 
important to keep ice off roof over- 
hangs. 

"One of the roost numerous prob- 
lems we've had is loss of vent 
caps," he said. 

Teass said falling limbs can 
knock (rffnxtf voit caps and allow 
water ami air diroagh die vem and 
into die attic of die home. 

"After any storm, rq>lace misai^ 
vent cq»," Teass sakL

In fact, many 
of die beneficial species have periods 
in dieir life cycles when diey suivive 
only on nectar and pollen. 

Ilierefore. planting a variety of 
insectary plants will ensure an ad- 
equate supply of nutrients to keq) 
boieficial insects going strong. 

Insectary plants also include diose 
pianis that provide shelter fw benefi- 
cial insects, anoUier critical require- 
menL 

. At one time, hedge rows diatsqia- 
rated one fiekj or garden from die 
next (Rovided an ample supply of 
insectary plants to feed and shelta a 
variety of beneficial insects. 

The wide variety of |dants in a 
hedge row, including small trees and 

shrubs as well as perennial and an- 
nual weeds, typically leaf out and 
bkxNn eariier than most crop plants, 
providing beneficial insects widi an 
early food supply. 

Most gardens today are too small 
fw a hedge row. An altemadve is to 
plantaborderof dwarf fniitand flow- 
ering trees mixed widi flowering 
shrubs and poennials. 

Such aborder could bealandscape 
feature and screen the vegetable gar- 
den from view. At die same dme, it 
would provide many of die benefits 
of die traditicMial hedge row. 

Plan an insectary border for suc- 
cessive bloom from early spring 
through fall, providing nectar 
diroughout die season. This will not 



only satisfy the needs of many ben- 
eficial insects, but also iKOvide color 
in die garden. 

Avoid vigMous chemical ccmtrol 
of pests found in the insectary bor- 
der, afltor all, you don't want lo kill 
beneficial insects. 

Also, any pests in die border may 
become Sosk for beneficial insects

Includiqgplantsofdifferait heights 
can be very impntaitt.

Selective weeding can encourage 
boieficial insects 1^ leaving potoi- 
tial food sources in die garden.

Just know 
what weeds «- volunteers are helirfiil. 

Not all blooms are equal — large, 
nectar-filled blooms actually can 
drown tiny parasitoid wasps. 

Tiny flowers |nodiK%d in large 
quantity aremuch more valuable dian 
a single, large bkxmi. 

Many members of die Umbellifera 
family are excellent insectary plants. 
Fennel, angelica, coriander, dUI. and 
wikl carrot all provide in great num- 



ber die tiny flowers required by para- 
sitoid wasps. V^ous clovers, yar- 
row, and rue also attract parasitoid 
and predatoiy insects. 

Low-growing plants, such as 
diyme, rosemary, or mint, {»ovide 
shelter for ground beetles and odio^ 
beneficial insects. 

Composite flowers (daisy and cha- 
momile) and mints (spearmint, pep- 
p^in int. or catnip) will attract preda- 
tory wa^s, hover flks and robber 
flies. 

The wasps will catch caieipillars 
and grubs to feed their yoimg, while 
die predatory and parasiioid flies at- 
tack many kbids of insects, including 
leafhoppers and caterpillars. 

Of course, you also may plant spe- 
cies diat are not noted for harboring 
beneficial insects. Thert is no rule 
diat says an insectary border must be 
limited lo insectary plants.

An amendment jm^xKed by the 
Senate Transportation Subcommit- 
tee would throw back into the Vir- 
ginia Beach City Council's court 
the issue on when the tolls on 
Route 44 should be removed. 

Virginia Beach Del. Frank Wag- 
ner sponsored House Bill 230, 
which calls for the removal of tolls 
by Jan. 1, since the bonds that fi- 
naiKed the road are being paid off 
kMig before the projected 2005 date. 

City council, however, did not 
supp(»t the legislation and passed a 
resoluti(Mi calling fw the aid of the 
tolls only ^ter a number of (nrojects 
related to Route 44 are financed by 
the toll revalue. 

That would continue the tolls un- 
UI2004. 

Council's concern was that the 
Virginia Dqiartment of Tranqiorta- 
tion would not furnish sufficient 
funds for the maintenance and im- 
{mivements of the toll road. 

The amendment proposed Tues- 
day by the subcommittee states that 
if city council adofUs a resolution 
priw to Jan. 1 to continue the tolls, 
in no case shall the tolls be col- 
lected after Jiuie 30, 2004.

For the past two years, the 
Zoning Division has beoi re^xMid- 
ing to reported violations at a 
S.063-acre site at Dukes Lane on 
the south side of Virginia Beach 
B(xilevaid. 

But, said Atlantic Park property 
owner and resident William 
Gilliam, the dumping continues. 

Gilliam, who owns seven rental 
properties on four acres in the 
neighborhood, lives across the 
street from ite dumping site. 

He told city council Tuesday he 
has seen Concrete being dumped 
there in the presence of trucks fiom 
the city's Inspections and Public 
Woiks departments. 

He said attitudes about race are 
part of the problem. 



Atlmitic Park is i predominantly 
black neighborhood, Gilliam said, 
but all kinds of people are living 
there. 

The latest development is the 
withdrawal of an ^>plication of 
Recycle Development Inc. for a 
conditional use permit for a bulk 
storage fiuility oa 2j5 acres of the 
site at 1902 Virginia Beach Blvd.

Don'tforget 4 p.m. Burning Laws 



Virginia's 4 p.m. Burning Law 
is now effective through May 15. 

During this period, daily aerial 
patrols will be flown by the 
Virginia Deparunent of Forestry 
in an effort to spot forest Tires 
and to check for compliance with 
the 4 p.m. Burning Law. These 
patrols provide quick detection 
and prompt response in getting 
men and Are fighting equipment 
to the scene of forest fires. 

Or these flights all open air 
burning will be checked also to 
see if it conforms with Virginia's 
F^xest Fue Laws. 

The 4 pjn. Burning Law pro- 
hibits all open air fires, such as 
burning paper, brush, trash or 
any type of inflammable material 
capabte of spreading fire to the 
woods, except between the hours 
of 4 p.m. and midnight, untess 
such burning is done mwe ihim 
300 feet from any woodland or 
field teading to iIk woods. 



The period during which this 
law is effective is normally the 
most hazardous forest fire seascm 
of the year. 

If the wind is high and the fuel 
is dry, a small fire can within a 
few minutes turn into an ex- 
tremely dangerous forest fire. 

The penalty for any person 
convicted of violating this law is 
a fine of not less than $10 or 
more than $500. 

If any f(Hest fire (»iginat« as a 
result of the violatim, in addition 
to the above penalty, a person is 
liable for all expenses incurred by 
the state in suppressing such fire. 

No open air fire can be left 
bioning unattenckd at my time.

Founded in 1416, Drepung 
Loseiing Monast^ of Tibet was 
the largest monastic institution in 
recofded history. 

At the end of the last century it 
housed more than 10,000 monks, 
training them not only in the 
philosophical and q>iritiul tradi- 
tions, but also in various sacred 
performing nts. 

They were particuJariy renowned 
for the multiphonic singing, in 
which each monk simultaneously 
intones the three notes of a chmd. 

This technique, exclusive to the 
five great Gelukpa monasteries of 
C^trai Tibet, was achieved through 
many years of training. Drepung 
maintained an extraordinary form of 
this rare skill, and thus led the 
Monlam Chenmo, Tibet's largest 
annual sacred music festival. 

The mcMiastay was ck)sed by the 
Communists in 1959 shortly after 
Chairman Mao's invasim of Tibet, 
and most of its mofdcs were either 
killed or put in concentration 
camps. 

Fewer than 216 of the 
monastery's monks escaped to 
Indian, where they re-established a 
replica of their institutimi in the 
refugee camps of Kamataka State. 



There, they worked to preserve 
Loseling's ancient heritage. This il- 
lustrious institute inesently houses 
aiqnoximaiely 1,500 monks. 

In 1988 and 1989, eight Buddhist 
monks from Drepung Loseiing 
Monastery undertook their first 
world tour. Jointly sponswed by 
the Canada Tibet Friendship 
Society and Tibet House, New 
Ynk, and billed as "Sacred Music, 
Sacred Dance for Wnid Peace," the 
group performed their traditional 
monastic music and ma^ed dances 
in 130 cities in North American and 
Europe. 

This is the third the Tibetan 
lamas have been on world-tour per- 
forming their sacred music and 
dances. Because the United Nations 
has declared this year the "Year of 
the Indigenous Peoples," the 
Drepung Loseiing Monastery has 
agreed to travel in a third work! tour 
that will take them to more than 
100 cities. 

The group of lamas are slated to 
come to Virginia Beach, q)ons(»ed 
by the Association for Research and 
Enlightenment (A.R.E.), the orga- 
nization which sbidies the psychic 
worics of Edgar Cayce. 

The lamas will be performing 



their traditional temple music and 
masked dances, and will perfcmn an 
arrangement of pieces believed to 
generate energies conducive to 
work! harmony. 

Singing in multiphonic tech- 
nique, and playing their traditional 
instruments such as cymbals, bells, 
drums, longhom trumpets, they 
will once again share this unique 
performing art tradition fw interna- 
tional audience. 

The lamas of Drepung Loseiing 
Monastery are direct rqxesentatives 
of the Dalai Lama: Befwe he will 
visit a city or country, diese lamas 
travel before him to spiritually 
prepare the city or country with 
their music, dance and other 
traditional religious activities. 

If the lamas deem Virginia Beach 
worthy, the city may very well 
have a visit from the E^dai Lama in 
the near future. 

The 10 lamas will perform at the 
Virginia Beach Resort Hotel, 2800 
Shore Dr., April 2 at 9 p.m. for 
one performance only.

White flower

have a heavy aroma considered 
un^jpealing by many. The flowers 
mature into brilliant, orange-red fruits 
in the fall. Firethwn can be a ^)ec- 
tacular di^lay, either massed w as a 
single qiecimen, if given adequate 
space. Pyracanthas can also be 
entered or trained up fences and 
posts. 

Pyracanthas are drought resistant 
They need regular pruning (which 
can be done any time of the year). 
They grow best in dry sites in full 
sun, but tolerate partial shade, al- 
though flowering and fruiting are 
redduced. Firethom is susceptiUe lo

resistant cultivars and use container- 
grown plaats to avoid jKoblems with 
root growth f(dlowing tran^lanting. 
Pyracanthas can be prq}agat6d 
from seed or cuttings. Seed should be 
layered in a mdst medium and stored 
at 40 degrees F for three months 
before sowing. Summer softwood 
cuttings can be rooted under mist 
after treating with rooting hormones. 
Cultivars should be propagated veg- 
elativdy to retian the characteristics 
of the parent plant 

There are many specks and culti- 
vars of Pyracantha. Form, size, har- 
diness, and fruit cokv are factors to 
consider when choosing pyracanthas. 
Pyracantha coccinea (Scarlet 
Firethorn) has slightly serrate 
(toothed) kavesand is hardy in Zones 
6 to 9. Cultivars of scariet firethom 
include "Aurea' with ^Uow fruit, 
"Laiandei* one of the hardiest 
flrethorns with ortu^e-red frit, nd 
Thomless' with red fruit and no 
thorns. 

Pyracantha koidzumii (Formosa 
Fir^hom) is a native d' Formosa. It 
has smooth-margined leaves and is 
httdy in Zones 8 to 10. It is killed at 
degrees F. It has daik-green, glossy 
foliage. S(mie cultivars include the 
scab-resistant, red-fruited 'San Jose;' 
,'^anta Cruz' also red druited and scab 
resistant with a prostate habit; and 
'Victory' with vigorous growth, arch- 
ing brmcbes, and excellent fruit re- 
tenticm.

Check indoors and out to prevent minor repairs from becoming major headaches. 
Inspecting the roof, for example, is best done by walking around the house with a pair of 
binoculars for a close up look. A roof with cracked, curled, broken or missing shingles 
probably needs to be replaced. 

Needier a new roof depends on 
thorough on-the-roof inspection 



Spring is a good time of the 
year to get outdoors and check the 
house and yard for any signs of 
winter damage. Get the ladder out 
of the garage and take a lode at 
the gutters and roof to see if thoe 
are any leaves, twigs or other de- 
bris that might clog the gutters 
and cause rain to back up. 

While tho-e, take a cIosct lock 
at the roof.

A per- 
fectly good roof may leak because 
of a loose or missing shingle or 
because of faulty flashing. 
Repaired, such a roof may have 
many years of service remaining. 

A roof that appears to be in 
good condition, but that is past 
its prime may be a disaster wait- 
ing to happen. It may have hid- 
den leaks that are damaging the 
roof deck and roof beams. 

ARMA offei^ these tips for de- 
termining if a new roof is in or- 
der 

■ Determine its age. All roofs 
have what is known as a design 
life. Standard shingles, for in- 



stance, goierally have an average 
life expectancy of IS to 25 years. 
Multi-dimensional asf^alt sin- 
gles with an organic or fiber 
glass base can have a design life 
of 25 years or more. 
. ■ Take a flashlight up in the 
attic to look at the underside of 
the deck and rafters for stains or 
wet spots that are signs of leaks. 
Use a pair of fieldglasses outside 
to get a close up k>ok at the roof 
as you walk around the house. 
Look for cracked, curled os bro- 
ken shingles; other indications of 
a roof paa its prime. 

■ Consult a professional roof- 
ing contractor who will conduct a 
thorough on the roof inspection 
and provide you with an estimate 
of its cost should reroofing be in 
order. Hie contractor is also a 
good source of information on 
how to use a new roof to enhance 
the ^pearance of a home. 

■ Don't wait until the roof is 
worn oat before reroofing because 
you may be forced into hasty (te- 
cisions about installation and ma- 
terials. Careful planning is the 
best way to assure the new roof 
will live up to its expectations. 



Asphalt shingles are the most 
widely used roofing both remod- 
eling and new-home construction. 
Applied on four out of five U.S. 
homes, they are attractive, 
durable, economical and require 
little maintenance. 

Consider three-dimensional as- 
phalt shingles should you decide 
to reroof. Their rugged good 
looks gives a roof a dramatic, 
textured appearance with deep 
shadow lines. Available in a 
range of popular earthtone cotors 
including beiges and rich browns, 
these shingles serve to Mend a 
home with its surrounds. 

To determine the kind of pro- 
tection you are buying, remember 
that the cost of labor for applica- 
tion is usually the same regard- 
less of the design life of the 
shingle. To estimate the annual 
cost of a new roof, add the cost of 
labor and materials and divide the 
result by the life expectancy of 
the shingle. It coukl birn out that 
the costlier shingles initially may 
turn out to be more economical 
over time because the cost of la- 
bor and materials is amortized 
ova- a longer period.

Replace harmful toxins with en- 
vironmentally-sound substitutions. 

Here are some reliable measures 
and new products that make garden- 
ing widiout chemicals a breeze:-^ 

■ Organic fertilizes and soil 
amendments — Say goodbye to 
chemical fertilizers. Compost and 
mineral supplements can nourish 
your soil and crops just as well. 

Compost considered one of die 
best sou conditioners, is made from 
decomposed organic matter, such as 
fruit rinds, hedge trimmings, saw- 
dust and eggshells. 

Organic fertilizers containing 
rock phosphate, greensand, bone- 
meal and other natural substances 
also help boost the content of i^- 
cific soil nutrioits. 



■ Barriers — These essential 
supplies are found in every organic 
gardener's arsenal. For example, 
floating row covers, which are 
placed over many crops to protect 
them from flying insects, provide a 
safe, effective way to keep bugs 
from reaching plants. Besides 
blocking out insects, some l)arriers, 
produce a greenhouse environment 
when placed over plants or seeds. 

■ Biocontrols — Believe it or 
not helpful insects, bacteria, fungi, 
viruses and nematodes are com- 
monly used by organic gardeners to 

keep harmful pest parasites and 
predators in check. 

Plant mint dill, daisies and odier 
nectar plants around die garden to 
[Hovide a food supply for die good 
bugs and encourage them to stick 
anxBid. 

Although some biocontrol ag- 
ents, such as Bacillus thuringiensis. 
or BT, are available at garden 
centers, the majority must be spe- 
cially ordered from insectaries. 

■ Sprays and dusts — Soqi. ear- 
he and other substances can be used 
to make insecticidal or insect-re- 
pelling sprays at home. 
Diatomaceous earth is used as an 
insecticidal dust Natural sprays 
containing copper and sulfur com- 
pounds help prevent and treat fungal 
and bacterial disease problems. 

■ Landscape fat»ics — Prevent 
weeds from gaining a foodiold in 
the vegmble garden by using land- 
sc^ie fabrics. These fabrics, also 
known as geotextiles, will elimi- 
nate needless hours of hoeing and 
pulliog weeds by hand.

As early as July 8. 1992 the 
owners were instructed to remove 
equipment from the site, but the 
city was told that the property was 
leased to Johnson. 

Johnson was told to remove the 
equipment, but after failing to cor- 
rect the problem, was flned $250 in 
General District Court Dec. 22, 
1992.

Getting tough with criminals is best deterrent 



Befuddled politics 

"Everything had gone wrong in theOblonsky household" 

This famous line opens Leo Tolstoy's novel Anna Karenina, 
published 1 16 years ago. 

It can be said again today, with another character in another 
story: Everything has gone wrong in the Chuck Robb cam- 
paign. 

The Virginia senator began his re-election bid in a swing 
around the state earlier this week. Nothing has gone right. It 
started widi the six-page confessional letter released to 450 
Democratic leaders. He rambled on about his shady social ac- 
tivities in Virginia Beach. He again denied using drugs, again 
explained his telephone taping feud with Doug Wilder and on 
and on, one confused explanation after another. 

Robb said several months ago that he would "reintroduce 
himself to Virginia voters with a public admission of sins. Did 
he ever. The astonishing letter, political observers say, just 
poured the gravy over his ah^eady cooked goose. 

Then came the public release of 42 pages of confidential 
memos written by his staff members on government payroll. In 
an attempt to cover uf) his baffling behavior, the memos out- 
liiwd sexual details of his liaisons with Beach party girls. What 
next? 

Who knows. 

What is known is that Robb will run against one or more op- 
ponents in the June 14 primary. Many observers have con- 
cluded that because the embattled senator has been linked with 
so many questionable activities for so long that Virginia 
Democrats might do him the favor of leaving him time to clear 
things up. In plain language, they should pick another candi- 
date to run against the Republican in the November election. 

Who? Sylvia Clute, a Richmond lawyer, is challenging Robb 
for the nomination, but doesn't seem to have the recognition or 
the funds to be a viable candidate. 

Who else? It could be Congressman Norman Sisisky of 
Petersburg. Sisisky, a shrewd political veteran, is interested. 
Sources say he has already completed a costiy, state-wide sur- 
vey Uiat suggests he has a good chance. And he has die finan- 
cial resources. Like it or not, nothing takes the place of big 
money in a tough campaign. 

At this point, Sisisky should be considered the front runner to 
replace Charles S. Robb as Uie Virginia Democratic candidate 
for the United States Senate. To be continued. — H.B.

A public school education would 
pave the way toward a better life fw 
them and their children. 

To suggest, a$ some do that our 
democratic s($ciety could survive 
without tax-suppcmed public educa- 
tion defies 200 years of American 
history.

histoy in a public school, I see teal 
learning going on every day of tte 
school year. * 

Virginia Beach schools offer a 
wonderfully diverse cuniculum in 
state-of-the art facilities. \ 

As many as 12 advancrf^^lace- 
ment courses are offered in the high 
schools among numerous iq)per-level 
classy. 

TTie quality and variety of aca- 
demic offerings available to students 
in our public high schools exceed 
those of many Hampton Roads pii- 
vate schools. 

The technology that our students 
have at their disposal, from comput- 
ers to woodworicing machines, is tq>- 
to-date and the best our budgets can 
buy. Most teachos are dedicated, 
hard-woiicing women and men who 
toil long hours, doing their best to 
assure that children learn. 

I challenge public schools' critics 
to visit our classnx}ms and see just 
how much positive effort and accom- 
plishment are present in them. 

I would be the first to agree that our 
puUic school system is not pofect: 

■ More technology education is 
needed to meet the needs of all stu- 
dents. 

■ MoK buildings are needed to 
accommodate our burgeoning num- 
bers. 

■ Parents need to increase their 
level of involvement in the elemen- 
tary schools and continue that com- 
mitmoit through middle and high 
schools. 

■ Students need to make school 



their first priori ty.before jobs, friends 
and hobbies. 

■ Teachers must be held to high 
standards, encouraged by frequent 
supervis(Hy observations. 

Yes,publk school standjodized test 
scores have droi^ied over the past 
two decades. 

However, this does not indicate 
that the public school system has 
failed. Our society has become dra- 
matically moe complex than it was 
but a few decades ago; and while the 
diversity of our students is a chal- 
Irage to public educaton, it also is 
the strength and a unique quality of 
Amerkan culture. 

We should not tear down that which 
builds on our social divo^ty by di- 
verting funds to private scIkwIs 
through a voucho- system. 

Private schools are not panaceas, 
qxukling meccas of excellence amkl 
a sea of mediocre public institutions, 
as some would suggest 

Granted, standardized measures fcx 
assessing iu:ademic excellence are 
often better in privtte sdumls whidi 
have had the luxury of rejecting m 
expelling the discipline problems, die 
learning disabled or the underachiev- 
crs. 

This option is not afforded to the 
public schools. 

The solution is not in changing the 
milieus and funding of education, 
thereby pulling the rug out from un- 
do- public institutions. 

Progress lies in a more intensive, 
unified effort by teachers, students, 
parents and communities to tackle 
the difficulties which arise in educat-

Chief Petty Officer Susan Bates 
Hippen, a member of die Lynnhaven 
Parish Chapter, led the Pledge of 
Allegiance to the Flag of the United 
States. 

Then Joe Flanagan, well-known 
feature reporter on WVEC-TV, 
spcke. His remarics were pertinent 
and inspirational. 

"What's important today is diat we 
all are collectively the United States," 
he told the new citizens. "There are 
many cliches, such as 'a club is only 
as good as its members,' 'a team only 
as good as its players.'

All houses should be inspected 
regardless of age. Problems are 
found in new construction as well 
as existing houses. 

Determine whether there are any 
major defects or system inadequa- 
cies before the sale goes through, 
eliminating any unpleasant sur- 
pr|^ or insurmountable financial 
burnns later on. 

Home inspections are not in- 
tended to point out every small 
problem or any nonvisible defects 
in a home. They also highlight the 
positive aspects of a home. 

In fact, many of the home inspec- 
tor's observations or recommenda- 
tions help to dispel home buyer 
anxieties and provide useful repair 
and maintoiance suggestions.

Aphids are small, soft-bodied in- 
serts that infest new shoots, stems 
and leav^. TTierc are may species 
and they vary in color — yellow, red, 
green, brown, gray, black — often 
imitating the color of the plant part 
infested. Since they shed their "skins" 
as they grow, white, flaky specks 
drop onto leaves beneath aphid colo- 
nies — a good clue to their presence 
on the plant^^

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Aphids are sucking insects that 
excrete sugary honeydew. Honey- 
dew appears as shiny, sticky droplets 
on foliage beneath aphid colonies in 
which black or brown sooty mold 
fungi may develop. 

Feeding damage causing stunting, 
curling and distortion of the leaves 
and new growth. 

Spider mites are wingless, eight- 
legged relatives of insects that are too 
small to identify without a magnify- 
ing glass. They look like black pep- 
per sprinkled on the undersides of the 
leaves. 

Feeding damage causes very fme 
stippling or yellow flecks on the up- 
per leaf surfaces. They spin silk 
strands over their colonies on the leaf 
undersurface and also in the crotches 
of petioles and stems when infesta- 
tions are severe. 

They attack a wide variety of plants. 

Mealybugs are small (but larger 
than aphids), oval insects covered 
with white, powdery wax. More ma- 
ture mealybugs ha ve filaments of wax 
projecting from the body margin. 

They are also sucking insects and 
produce damage similar to aphids. 
Mealybugs tend to crawl into cracks, 
crevices and crotches of petioles and 
twigs as well as along the veins of 
leaves and on the buds of new growth. 

Scale insects include the brown, 
soft scale; the hemispherical scale; 
and the fern scale. The fern scale is 
very small, white, and elongate-oval 
as a male, and brownish, oyster-shell- 
shapcd as a female. The other two are 
brown when mature and yellowish- 
green to tan when young and small. 

TTie brown, soft scale is oval and 
very flat Hemispherical scale is what 
the name suggests — a half-sphere. 
Both are soft scales and have a very 
extensive list of host plants. The fern 
scale is an armored scale with a white 
cover (rf wax. It is a pest of ferns, but 
also attacks numerous other hosts.

By the year 2000, more than half 
of 16.000 landfills in the United 
States will be filled and will have 
to close. 

Americans graoate more waste 
than any other country in the world. 
But there is one habit that, if 
siappcA, woukl eliminate half of the 
waste sent to landfills. 

Grass clippings and leaves ac- 
count for as much as SO percent of 
all the wast^.sent to landfills during 
the mowing seascm. 

To spare landfills of unnecessary 
rubbish, the world's largest engine 
manufacturer urges homeowners to 
mulch or compost yard wa^. 

In fact, consumers may not have 
a choice. Many states are imposing 
laws that prohibit yard waste dis- 
posal into landfills.

Yard fertilization can be cut by 
24 percent because each lawnbag of 
clippings left on the lawn adds ap- 
proximately (Hte-quarter pound of 
nitrogen. 

Compoiting 

If you don't mind the effort, 
compost your yard waste. Place 
grass clippings, leaves, twigs and 
even kitchen scraps in a small 
fenced-in area. Turn the compost 
periodically to mix and iwrate the 
materials. The mixture will decom- 
pose into a nutrirat-rich additive for 
plant or garden areas.

Children love science because it's 
about the world around them," she 
continued.

The Vir- 
ginian-Pilot's 
headline pro- 
claimed 
"Harding 
pleads quilty to 
felony." 

When I ar- 
rived at a 
beauty parlor 
that morning, 
several opera- 
tors were com- 
plaining that 
Harding had 
"skated" again. 
They were sure 
she had been in 
on the con- 
spiracy from 
die beginning and regretted die case 
had not graie to trial. 

In this plea baigain, Harding gave 
up bet amateur dcadng career, and, 
by die dme this column is published, 
die U.S. Figure Skating Associadon 
may have taken away her nadonal 
championship tide as well.

But 
once die accused has admitted guilt, 
the negotiating is simply to fix die 
sentence. 

Then the judge, in his/her discre- 
tion, can decided whedier to ^prove 
die "bargain." 

What benefits does society receive 
from plea bargains? 

Taxpayers save money. It disposes 
of a case expeditiously instead of 
dragging it dux)ugh an expensive jury 
trial and interminable a^ieals. 

Thus, our over-crowded courts 
have one less case to handle. By 
using this route, prosecutors who fig- 
ure diey may be unable to prove a 
case can (rften obtain a guilty plea to 
a lesser offense. 

In Harding's case, most Ameri- 
cans are just relieved that this tangled 
event ha^ been terminated.

Beware of phoney 
repair contractors 



Thwe may be a lot of home re- 
pair projects after the winter 
storms, and with the siting often 
comes a lot (tf concerns about home 
rqnirfhuds. 

Generally, phony repaints make 
a direct approach. They appear at 
the victim's house posing as a city 
official or claim to have been re- 
ferred by a neighbor down the 
street 

"They can be good actors," said 
Irene E. Leech, extension specialist 
in consirnio- education. 

"They offer stories to the victims 
that they are doing them a favor. 
They say they have half a load of 
aq)halt for a driveway and it is bet- 
t» to sell it cheap than take it back 
to their firm, or since they have 
their equipment in the neighbor- 
hood, they can do the job cheaper. 
O they arc doing safety inspections 
forfiec." 

Whatevw the play, they quickly 
note some fundamental flaw in the 
house that must be repaired imme- 
diately. They hint the house is un- 
safe. Or that the house will be so 
much more valuabk once they have 
done their woric 

The most frequoit frauds will of- 
fer roofing and siding, insulation, 
furnace repair, chimney replace- 
ments, make wet basements dry, 
pave or asphalt the driveway or 
make the home termite-proof. 

What they usually do is promise 
quick, efTicient service at bargain 
rates, take a large down payment 
and never return. 

"Check out any offer to do home 
repair," said Marion Horsley, man- 
ager of omsumer education. 

She offered these recommenda- 
tions to avoid being cheated, espe- 



cially on home improvement 
frauds, but they are good i^vice for 
my consumer transaction. 

Know the business. A listing in 
a telephone director does not mean 
they are legitimate. You can check 
if they have a business license by 
calling the local authorities, either 
county OT city. If they claim to be 
incorpcHated, you can check by call- 
ing the State Corporation 
Commission in Richmond. If they 
claim to be a contractor, ask to see 
the license. 

Other places to check are the lo- 
cal Better Business Bureau and the 
State Division of Consumer Affairs 
where you can ask if complaints 
have ever been filed against the 
firm, Ho^ley said. 

Leech continued the warnings. 
Learn about common frauds so you 
might recognize when to be suspi- 
cious. 

Thoroughly read all contacts. Do 
not sip anything you don't under- 
stand and absolutely do not sign 
anything you have not read. Get 
help if you need it. If you have 
concbms, deal with local, well-es- 
tablished firms. 

Never do business with anyone 
who appears at your door an- 
nounced. 

Request identification. Look at it 
and even call the fum of anyone 
who appears at your door seeking 
entry. 

Never conduct business over the 
telephone unless you initiate the 
contact.

Keep floors spring-clean 



Most people begin their spring 
cleaning when the weather turns 
warpi. 

Ffowever, some things need atten- 
tion year-round. Here are some tips 
to keep floors spring-olean 2365 
days a year. 

While wood and vinyl flooring 
are diffoent surfaces, they do have 
something in common. Both have 
finishes that protect what's under- 
neath while adding a shine. While 
this shield is strong and resistant to 
many things, it is not indestruc- 
tible. 

For both wood and no-wax 
floors, the greatest enemies are 
abrasive cleaners and grit tracked 
onto the floor from shoes. Grinding 
in over time, they dull the finish. 

For those largw jobs, first sweep 
or vacuum the floor to remove sur- 
face dirt Then mop with the mild 
soap, diluting it first with fresh, 
warm watCT. 

Before starting, make sure to 
soak the mop for a miilute, and 



then wring out excess water. Run 
the damp mop over the floor with 
slight pressure. 

If the floor is especially dirty, 
make a fresh bucket of cleaning so- 
lution when the water gets murky. 
No rinsing is necessary. 

More frequent cleaning with a 
mild cleaner is better for the floors 
than occasional cleaning with a 
stronger cteaner. 

So^hbased, ncm-abrasive cleano^ 
are ideal for surfaces which require 
special care, like wood. 

In addition, diese cleaners keep 
no-wax floors fresher looking be- 
cause they clean away dirt and 
grime, letting the original finish 
shine through. 

Remember, exposure to the com- 
bination of heat and light for long 
p^ods of time causes floors to fade 
or discolor. 

If, despite your best efforts, the 
shine or color of your no-wax vinyl 
floor does fade, you may want to 
occasionally use a power buffer. 



Test your garagie door opener 



Garage door system safety is no 
accident, experts say - it should be 
an automatic decision on the part of 
every homeowner, especially those 
with children. A garage door is the 
largest moving object in the home. 
Improperiy adjusted, it can exert 
deadly force when it closes. 

Fortunately, there are steps you 
can take to prevent a garage dopr 
system accident from happening, 
say the experts, at the Stanley Door 
Systems, which makes quality 
garage door openers and garage door 
systems. 

Parents are advised to teach their 
children about the dangers of 
playing under garage doors and to 
keep all controls out of their reach. 

Other tips: 

G Test your garage door opener's 
reversing feature monthly. With the 
door open, place a one-inch thick 
piece of wood, laid flat, on the floor 
in the door's path at approximately 
the center of the door. The door 
opener must reverse readily and 
open the door when it strikes the 
wood. If not, the door should be re- 



paired or replaced. 

Test the force setting by hold- 
ing up the bottoms of the door as it 
ctoses. If the door does not reverse, 
the foftce is excessive and needs ad- 
justing. A qualified technician 
^uld be called to adjust, repair and 
iq)lace any garage door parts. 

Periodically test the balance of 
your door. Start with the door. Start 
with the door closed. Disconnect 
the garage door opener release 
mechanism so you can operate the 
door by hand. You should be able 
to lift the doOT smoothly and with 
little resistance. It should stay open 
around three to four feet above the 
floor. If it does not, it is out of bal- 
ance. Have it adjusted by a profes- 
sional. 

G Look at the garage door 
springs, cables, roUos, pulleys and 
other door hardware for signs of 
wear each month. Rollers and 
hinges of a garage door require poi- 
odic lubrication. Use a spray sili- 
cone or lightweight household oil 
according to the instructions in 
your owner's manual.

Now is the time 
to cut it to ground level with hand 
clippers.
